That brings us to Kentucky apd West Virginia, the last two states in the doubtful list. West Virginia is good 
fighting ground, and the result is going to be close there. Democratic leaders in the state concede that the chances 
seem slightly favorable to the republicans. It is going to be a neck and neck finish, however, and there is a chance 
of the democrats getting first under the wire. ' 

During the past week the republicans have been putting up some strong claims to Kentucky, but advices from 
the best possible sources—from men on the ground who take a conservative view of the situation—indicate that the 
democratic chances are the better. The state has only gone republican when there has been unquestioned repub- 
lican fraud in the mountain districts and the city of Louisville. The much-cursed Goebel law was designed to pre- 
vent a repetition of these frauds, and it is believed will do so. The great corporation influence which was back of 
the war on Goebel is not, I am reliably informed, making the same fight on Beckham or in behalf of McKinley, It 
was this influence that caused the split in the democfatic party and put Taylor temporarily in the governor's chair.

The 
miners, it seems, carried into the mine as 

At the 
of the explosion there were twelve 
cans of powder nineteen sticks of 
dynamite in the mine. The fans did not 
run except hen the mine boss Was re- 
quested to start them by the miners. 
Two men were dead in a part of the

Duncan, ‘a few minutes before he died, 
stated that the explosion would not have 
occurred if the fan had been working. 
Four men in the mine at the time of the 
explosion escaped unhutt. John Carey, 
one of them, gives the following account: 
„J was in the second left entry when I 
saw a flash. I heard no report. My lan- 
tern went out and I heard men moaning 
and calling for assistance. It was so hot 
at the top that I had to get down on my 
knees and crawl out. I thought it Was a 
gas explosion; it did not appear a me to 
be caused by powder. There had been no 
blasting in the second left that night. 

A.J. Rorer testified that at 11 o'clock, 
while on duty as night watchman, he 
passed the powder magazine and heard 
Andrew Blackburn say as he took from 
the magazine a lot of/powder and dyna-

Nebraska, Brings the Immense 
Audience of the Last Day 
of the Campaign. 


Lincoln, Neb., November With the 
exception of seven speeches at Omaha 
tonight, Willlam Jennings Bryan com- 
pleted his presidential campaign tour of, 
thie ktate with a speech in this, his home 
city, at 6 o'clock this evening. He re- 
turned here from a twelve hour tour of 
the interior of the state, and delivered 
a apeech of about thirty minutes duration 
to his townspeople. 

Mr. Bryan seemed entirely satisfied 
with the audiences that greeted him at 
the various points in his own state, which 
he visited during the day. Many of the 
places at which he spoke are republican 
in sentiment, but in all cases the crowds 
were large in proportion to population 
and in most of them there was a high de- 
gree of friendly interest manifested. 

Mr. Bryan was met at the depot by a 
large throng of people upon his arrival 
here at 6 o'clock tonight from the inte- 
rior of the state. He spoke from a tem- 
porary stand in post office square, and in 
the main devoted himself to the general 
issues of the campaign. The speech was 
generously applauded, and ‘was evidently 


well received. Mr. Bryan sald: 


“There is no chairman here to intro- 
duce me, but possibly if I were to tell 
you my name you would recognize me. 
We are at the close of the campaign. 
Tomorrow will de decided what policies 
are to be pursued for the next four years, 
who is to stand at the head of our fed- 
eral government, as well as what is to be 
the complexion of congress, the senate, 
and of the state. And in this, my last 
occasion to address the people of my 
home city, I want to say no matter what 
may be the result of tomorrow’s election, 
I shall have no blame to cast upon the 
people of this community and of this 
state. I never ye ed before a Lincoln 
audience without feeling anew the gratt- 
de which I owe to the good ple of 
this community. No matter what they 
may do in the future, they cannot undo 
what they have done in the past. and 
whether I am elected or not, I think my 
experience will be of some service to my 
country, for I have shown that a 
man, without a — corporation be 
hind him can amount to something. But 
do not think that when I say this I say 
ting. way, for whatever has 
hie not come because of 
personal merft; it has simply come be- 
cause I have stood for certain ideas, 
and the people have been so fond of the. 
ideas that they have taken me in order 
to t the ideas. : 
“We have fought the campaign open 
and above board e have appealed to 
the conscience and to the ju Sons of 
the American people.

ou know where the party stands. It has 
not dodged any issues, It stands on the 
old questions as it has stand before, and 
it has added to its platform new planks 
to cover new terwes,” : 


The body of the speech was devoted to 
4 Aiscuasion of the trusts and the ques- 
tion of imperialism, the Boer question 
and the subject of pensions. On all these 
subjects’ the speech followed familiar 
lines. In conclusion Mr. Bryan said: 


“Now, my friends, let me thank you 
again. It k the soldiers, the home 
guards, the continentals, the traveling 
men, you citizens all. My work is done, 
or almost done, for this campaign. I 
have tried as well as I could to defend 
the principles of the party to which I 
belong. ether I am defeated or elect- 
ed, I have done all I can to bring success 
to these principles.

EDUCATION ON ISLANDS IS DISCUSSED 


Representative of the Archipelago 
Gives the McKinley Reprssenta- 
tive a Complete Answer.

man closes his ‘reply’ by stating that ‘it 
is the mission of our republic to save the 
Filipinos, who, in general, are most prom- 
ising. estimable and even lovable people.’

POLITICIANS Ant AROUSED} 


Clash Between the Two - Great 
Political Parties, Now: Reduced 
to a Minimum Ohance, So 
It Is Claimed’ by the 
Leaders.

New York, November 5.—The most in- 
teresting development in New York en 
the eve of battle ia the indictment found 
by the local grand jury againat Chief of 
Police William 8. Devery, on the charge 
of interfering with the work of State 
Superintendent of Elections John McCul- 
lagh. Chief Devery's bail was fixed and 
arrangements have been made for hear- 
The 
indictment has attracted a great deal of 
attention in political tircles. The points 
involved appear to hinge upon the rights 
of men to swear in their votes when chal- 
lenged by any of the deputies of the state 
superintendent of elections. The legal 
aspects of the case are interesting re- 
publican and democratic leaders for the 
reason that it has been feared that a 
clash might occur at the polls tomorrow 
between the 8,000 policemen and the 800 
deputies. At all the political headquar- 
ters, at the office of the chief of police, 
and the democratic club, the consensus 
of opinion seemed to be that the election 
would prove a quiet one, despite the dif- 
ferences of opinion between the chief of 
police and the state superintendent un- 
less the unexpected happens. 

Everywhere confidence is expressed 
that a full vote will be polled, and repub- 
licans and democrats alike agree that 
more than 600,000 citizens in Greater New 
York will tomorrow deposit their ballots 
for the men of their choice. 

Indications are that the vote in the 
city will be at least 6,000 large? than 
ever before in the history of Greater New 
York. 

Generally speaking, republicans con- 
cede that Bryan will carry Greater New 
York. On the other hand, democrats ad- 
mit that McKinley will carry the state 
if Greater New York is excluded, The 
differences of opinion arise on the ques- 
tion of the pluralities that the democrats 
are conceded in the mefropolis, and the 
republicans are conceded in the up-state 
districts. 

Richard Croker claims that Bryan will 
carry Greater New York by 980,000 and 
90, 000. 

As a general thing, republican leaders

“Finally the government issued an or- 
der permitting the surgeons to have a 
head. When the hour of execution ar- 
rived a surgeon was present and, as soon 
as the ax fell, selzed the head and rushed 
into a near-by room which had been pre- 
pared for the experiment. 

„Several surgeons and acientists were 
in waiting and they had a large dog 


which had been put under the influence 
‘of an anaesthetic. As soon as the sur- 
geon, bearing the bleeding head, rushed 
in, certain vetns about the dog’s neck 
were opened and the head of the crimi- 
nal was applied to them, the purpose be- 
ing to_see if the connection would not 
result in reanimating the bodiless head 
and enable it to converse. 

The experiment seemed about to be 
successful, for, as Mr. Geil's informant 
the eyes of the head 
opened and then the lips flew apart as if 
the mouth were about to break into 
speech. But suddenly the eyes drooped 
and caught sight of the dog's body. A 
look of unutterable horror came into the 
eyes, the countenance took on an aspect 
of direst fear, the mouth flew open as if 
on the point of speaking, but the horror 
that had seized on the brain in the bodi- 
less head paralysed the tongue and what 
probably would have been speech died 
away in a ghastly gurgie.

F. O. Affeld, United Statcs manager of 
the Hambrrg-Bremen, made an address 
before the fire chiefs at their recent meet- 
ing in Charleston. which is attracting 
wide attention. ee Affeld advocated the 
prohibition by state law of the payment 
ef full indemnity te any person responsi- 
bie for a fire loss on his premises either 
by carelersness or design, and requiring 
such person to prave that the fire orig 
inated through the carelessness or design 
ef anoth He called this an absolute 
remedy for existing ills, but added that it 
would not be adopted soon. 

Speaking of Mr. Affeld's suggestion, an 
Atlanta manager said yesterday: “The 
remedy would be effective in preventing 
the appalling fire waste, for a consider- 
able proportion of the fires are due to 
carelessnead on the part of the owner of 
the burned property. Of course if owners 
could not profit by fire they would be 
more careful and the waste would be re- 
duced. But no such law will be adopted 
in Georgia. There are man property 
owners who, while they would never ser!- 
ously contemptate, setting fire to their 
Own premises, would strenuously object to 
being held responsible for fires caused by 
their own carelessness, and of deins 
compelled to prove that they were not 
thus responsible. Such people woud no 
dquht protest against the enactment of 
such laws, and legislators would heed the 
protest. The education of public opinion 
would be a necessary condition precedent. 

Mr. Affeld’s suggestion as to fire pre- 
vention and protection is more practid 
able. He advocates a law prohibiting the 
construction of inflammable roofs in every 
town and village, and the construction of 
inflammable buildings, unless detached 
from all others. He would also limit the 
height of buildings to the powers of the 
fire department ta afford t rotection, un- 
less such buildings furnish their own pro- 
toc tion. He would have stringent laws 
restricting the use of gasoline or naptha 
in dwellings, shops, etc., and also the use 
of friction matches. He would also have 
a law compelling the report of every fire 
to the chief or the nearest magistrate for 
immediate investigation, and to prohibit 
any comrary payisg any eleim unt 
thirty days after the chief or magistrate 
has reported the result of the investig2- 
tlon.“

session on the day of the national pres- 
ja@ential election and instead of voting 
for president the members of the senate 
and house will meet and cast their bal- 
lots for United States senator from Geor- 


The solid vote of both branches of the 
legislature will be cast this morning for 
Hon A. O. Baton, Georgia's senior sen- 
Stoll who has during his first term now 
drawing to a close, become recognized 
as one of-the leaders of his party on the 
foor of the senate. The election of 
Senator Bacon by the legislature comes 
as a formality since the people of the 
state have themselves’ given expression 
to their choice for senator, voting unanl- 

@ mously in the state election for the re- 
turn of Senator A. O. Bacon. In re-elect- 
ing Senator Bacon the general assembly 
will only be carrving out the expressed 
wishes of the people. 

At 10 o'clock this morning the two 
branches of the legislature sitting sepa- 

) rately will cast their ballqts for senator 

| but the announcement of the result will 

not be made until neon tomorrow, when 
a joint session of the assembly will be 
held. Tomorrow the vote will be official- 
ly consolidated and announced by Preal- 
dent Howell, of the senate. 

Immediately after the announcement 
of the vote Renator Bacon will address 

(the legislature, taking occasion to thank 
the people through their representatives, 
as well as the representatives themsolven, “ 
for the unanimous indorsement of his rec - 
ord in the United States senate. Senator 
Bacon's address will probably be a short 
one but it is understood that he will dis- 
cuss some of the national issues that 
come before the congress of the United 
States when it convenes again. 

Senator Bacon has been in the states 
of Indiana and Illinvis for the past two 
weeks taking part in the democratic 
campaign. The fact that he was sent 
under the- ction of the national com- 
mittee to the two states in which the 
greatest effort is being made by the par- 
ty is in itself evidence of the esteem 
and confidence in which he is held by the 
leaders of the national party. Senator 
Bacon will come up to Atlanta this morn- 
ing and will remain until after his elec- 
tion on tomorrow. 


Committees Named Today. 
In spite of the fact that a number of 
members of both senate and house have 
expressed a desire to vote in the na- 
tional election it is certain that there 
Will be a large attendance of both bodies 
this morning. The law provides distinct- 
ly that the election for United States 
senator shall be held on the second Tues- 
day after the opening of the legikiature 
and for this reason. an adjournment 
Which would give a. the members an 
opportunity of voting for president could 
not be had. 

When the legislature meets this morn- 

ing President Howell and Speaker Little 
will announce the standing committees 
of the senate and house. With these 
committees named the lawmakers can 
proceed with work for which they were 
elected. The delay in the announcement 
of the committees has been occasioned 

ly on account of the number of new 
men in the house. To ascertain the best 
men available for certain committees 
and thereby insure the best possible re- 
sult to legislation is not the work of a 
wed or a week and appreciating this fact 

presiding officers of the senate and 
house have devoted considerable time to 
the selection of the committees.

HOUSE REFUSES LEAVES 
OF ABSENCE FOR TODAY 

The house met yesterday morning at 10 
o'clock with barely a quorum present, 
and on this account the fear was ex- 
pressed that there would not be a quorum 
on hand Tuesday morning, when, under 
the law, the legislat@re is required to 
ballot for United States;senator. To ob- 
viate such a condition. Ropresentative 
Burnett, of Clarke, Introduced a resolu- 
tion providing that all leaves of absence 
except those granted for providential 
cause be revoked, and that no more 
leaves be granted by the house except for 
the same cause, This resolution brought 
out considerable opposition. 

Mr. Hamby, of Rabun, declared that 
the passage of the Burrett resolution 
would do a great injustice to those mem- 
bers why had already secured leaves and 
were now al their homes fer one cause 
or another. The meinber from Rabun 
offered a substitute providing simply that 
no leaves should be granted for tomor- 
row except for -ro‘ideatial cause. The 
substitute was adopted, and the resolu- 
tion as amended passed the house unani- 
mously. As a result of this action on the 
part of the Louse, when adjournment 
ame there were only three applications 
for leave, and as all three of them were 
for providential cause they were promptly 
granted without ques:ton. 

The indications are that when the house 
meets this morning tu ballot for United 
States senator there will be a “ul quorum 
present, so thai the law governing the 
ar of senator will be fully complied 
with. 

Mr. Franklin, of Washington, when the 
call of the roll for the introduction of

new matter was completed. introduced a 


resolution providing that all bills intro- 
duced and not read the second time be 
Placed on their second reading, including 
bills introduced last Saturday. Mr. 
Franklin explained that the object of the 
resolution was solely to expedite matters 
and advance the werk of the house aa far 
as possible before the committees were ap- 
pointed.

The 
objection to reading biile for the second 
time was that the measures which would 
be adversely reported By the committees 
Weuld come up for passage on their gec- 
ond reading, and many of the members 
though, therefore, that it was needless 
to read them a ‘second time for that 
reason, 

Mr. Park, of Greene, moved that the 
house when it adjourn stand adjourned 
until 3 o'clock Tuesday afternoon, there 
by giving some dt the mémbers the op- 
portunity of going to their homes to vote 
for Wimam J. Bryan Tuesday morning. 

Mr. Slaton, of Fulton; Mr. Franklin, of 
Washington, and Mr. Copeland, of 
Walker, cpposed the motion on the theory 
that a vession Tuesday aftcrnoon would 
result in less than a quorum of members 
being present. They thought that if the 
members were allowed to go to their 
homes Tuesday morning that a majority 
of them would not return by 3 o’Clock.

“It is my opinion, after a long and care- 
ful investigation of the facts and evi- 
dence in this truly sad affair, that Colo- 
nel Howell is not morally guilty of any 
crime, though legally and technically 
gullty of permitting others to get hold 
of monies entrusted to hie cate, though 
to be sure it was his superior offlcer.“ 
said Judge John 8. Candler, in the sec- 
ond division of the superior court yester- 
day, when he sentenced Colonel Albert 
howell, Sr., to pay a fine of $1,000, 

Before sentence was passed George C. 
Smith, who was president of the Atlanta 
and West Point railroad, and Colonel 
Howell Both made statements to the 
court from the stand. These were made 
part of the record in the case. 

Judge Candler also read a letter, which 
he had received from Thomas J. Hunter, 
former auditor of the road, in which it 
was stated he wished to say that Colonel 
Howell had alwvays made correct reports 
to the auditor's office showing the exact 
status of his accounts with the road, 
and that Colonel Howell believed that 
he would be given proper credit for all 
amounts advanced by him to the audi- 
tor. This letter was also made a part 
of the record. 

In pronouncing sentence Judge Cand- 
ler said: 

„1 have known Colonel Howell inti- 
mately for the past twenty years, and 
I do net believe there has been five days 
in that time that I have not seen him 
and talked with him. I have known him 
in his family life and personally know 
that in that time he has lived within 
what his income, holding the position he 
has, should be.
